They will amply repay all trouble that 
may be had to see them. Tho partv 
were delighted and as most every ob 
jeet was fully described by the l*ro- 
fessor, who is an ardent lover of Art. 
(hey retired with their heads well 
stocked with interesting and instrue 
tive information. They returned 
the way they bad come ; and arrived 
st the Institution at about a quarter to 
six l \st.
